ji Those curtain-raisers which 
precede the red-hot drama of the 
nominating conventions, the pri¬ 
maries, have nearly run the'.r 
course. With California’s over, 
only a handful of states remain 
in which delegates to the nation¬ 
al party conclaves are yet to be 
selected. As to whom these con¬ 
claves will nominate, the pri¬ 
maries have given few clues. For, 
to put it bluntly, in American 
politics the primary is secondary. 
Of the 48 states,' only 16 hold 
them, and in no more than a 
small fraction of these are p.-esi- 
dential aspirants so bold as to 
seek the .support of the electro- 
ate openly. The chronicles of 
recent political history —as with 
Theodore Roosevelt in 1912—.show 
candidates winning victory laurels 
at the primaries and later emerg¬ 
ing from the national conventions 
with their hopes wrapped in fun¬ 
eral wreaths. There is the fam¬ 
ous story, and a true one, of a 
delegate from Chicago in 1920. 
He had run as a 100 per cent 
supporter of California’s Senator 
Hiram Johnson, but in his dis¬ 
trict the preferential vote went 
to General Leonard Wood, while 
Govenor Lowden of Illinios w'on 
the state’s preferenatial vote! Pri¬ 
maries could, and would give a 
representative picture of public 
sentiment if all presidential aspir¬ 
ants entered them openly.
